TLE Viceroy continues to profe- 
cute rigoroufly all that were con- 
cern'd in the late Infurreétion in 
this City , and thofe that are fuf- 
pected of inclining to the Houfe 
of Auftria; this Severity has indeed aw’d 
every body into Subjection, fo that no Man 
dares ftir againft the prefent Government ; 


bur yet the Murmurs, of all the Neapolitans 


in general increafe daily ; nay, there have 
been Libels affix'd to the Palace Gates and 
other publick Places, the Authors of which, 
after inveighing bitterly againft the Violent 
Proceedings of the Viceroy, reprefent that 
tis contrary to Equity and the Natural 
Rights of Nations, to treat Men fo egy 
who cannot juftly be counted Rebels, for 
that the King of Spain cannot yet be duely 
acknowledg’d King of Naples, becaufe the 
Pope has not given him the Inveftiture of 
that Kingdom. Thefe Advices add, That the 
Viceroy fiiving*order'd the Regiment of Spa- 
niards that are garrifon’d in the,Caftle of 
St. Elmo, to hold themfelves in a readinefs 
to march at firft notice whither they fhould 
be commanded , The Soldiers of that Regi- 
ment declard, That if they were compell’d 
tq march out of Naples, they would defert 
as foon as they could find opportunity ; and 
that feveral of them have privately with- 
drawn themfelves out of the Service already.

‘ but particularly , fince the War was de- 
‘clard, into which this State, with the 
* High Allies, was conftrain’d to enter, for 


* their mutual and juft Defence, and durin 
‘the laft Campaign, the Arms of the faid 
* Allies, and of this State, by the Blefling of 
‘God, have been very Profperous, and 
* crown’d with Glorious Succef$ ; fo that on 
* one hand the Defigns and Attempts of the 
* Enemy have often been fruftrated ; and on 
‘ the other, divers and eminent Towns and 
‘ Fortreffes have been conquer’d, and the 
* Frontiers of the faid. State better fecurd : 
‘ And laftly,through the wonderful Guidance 
‘of the moft High, at a time when it was 
* leaft expected, a. confiderable. Number of 
‘the Enemy’s Ships of War and Galleons, 
‘have been deftroy’d or taken by the Ficets 
‘ of England and of the {aid State: Their 
*‘ Lordfhips the States General of the United 
‘ Netherlands, taking all this into their Seri- 
* ous Confideration , to teftifie openly their 
© due ThankfulnefS to God for the fame, and 
* give the Honour of it to him alone, have 
judg’d it neceflary, and according'y thought 
* fit, with our Confent, to appoint a General: 
* Day of Thank{fgiving and Prayer, through- 
© out ail the United Provinces, and rhe Aifo- 
‘ ciated Countries, Cities and Members of 
‘ the fame, on Wednefday the 13th of De- 
© cember, in all the Churches of thefe Lands 
‘ that day to Praife and Thank the Almighty 
‘ moft heartily, for fo msny, fo happy, and 
© fo undeferv’d Succeffes: And further, with 
* fincere Confeffion of the Sins of thefe Lands, 
‘and with unfeign’d Repentance, to befeech 
* God to continue his Bleflings on the Arms 
‘ of this State and of the High Allies, to the 
‘end that thro’ his gracious and al!-powerful 
‘ Affiftance, they may be further Succefsful, 
‘ the Counfels and Enterprizes of the Enemy 
‘ fruftrated’, and the Country deliver’d from 
© this burthenfome and dangerous War; to 
‘ the Gicrifying of God’s Holy Name,the Ad- 
‘ vancement‘of the True Chriftian Reform’d 
‘Religion, the Confervation of cur Dear- 
© bought Liberty, and the Saivation of all our 
‘ Sculs. Wherefore we command you the Ma- 
‘ gittrates of N. to make timely Proclama- 
‘tion of the faid Day of Thankfgiving and 
‘Prayer; and on the fame, ac leaft during 
© the time of Divine Service, to forbid and 
© effectually hinder all manner of Work and 
© Trade, as well as all Games and Paftimes. 
© We likewife charge you to give order, and 
‘to provide accordingly, that all Demon- 
€ trations of Joy be fhewn in the Evening of 
‘ the faid Thankfgiving Day, as Ringing of 
Bells, Illuminations, Bonfires, Firing of Can- 
non, 
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© non, and other ufual Rejoycings ; in thofe 
* Places where the People are wont to get 
on fuch Occafions.
